Roy  Chaney  has  served  as  janitor  at  Lafayette  for  tvTelve  and  one-. 
half  years.  Throughout  that  time  he  has  given  efficient  and  faith-  ^ 

ful  service, 

Mr.  Chaney  also  served  as  trustee  for  three  years  and  as  tovmship 
assessor  for  four  years. 


Lafayette  ToTvnship  was  the  latest  toimship  in  Allen  County  to  be 
settled  because  no  travel  roxites,  except  the  old  Indianapolis  Road, 
came  through  this  territory*  The  magnificent  timbers  have  all  been 
destroyed  the  same  as  the  other  forests  in  this  country*  All  the  tixa- 
ber  vxas  cut  and  burned,  leaving  only'’black  salts"'  or  potash* 

The  survey  of  the  lovrer  Huntington  Road  in  1842  was  an  encour¬ 
agement  to  immigration,  but  several  years  elapsed  before  it  was  made 
the  passable  and  popular  thoroughfare  which  it  has  long  since  become* 

Ten  years  later  a  sawmill  vrais  built  at  Zanesville  by  Henry  Link; 
up  to  this  time  there  'was  no  ’way  of  getting  machinery  in  this  terri¬ 
tory* 


The  first  man  to  settle  in  Lafayette  Township  was  Samuel  FogvYell, 
from  Ohio,  who  purchased  land  in  section  one,  where  his  sons,  Davis 
and  William,  lived  on  after  his  death* 

Frank  Morrison  and  David  Overly  came  soon  after  Mr^  Fogwell,  set¬ 
tling  near  him*  The  years  1843  and  1844  brought  augmentations  to  the 
population  from  Pleasant  and  Marion  Tovmships  in  the  persons  of  An¬ 
thony  Krumma  and  William  Jobs*  The  latter  had  lived  in  Marion  Town¬ 
ship  with  his  parents  for  twelve  years  previous  to  his  advent  in  Lafa¬ 
yette*  He  purchased  land  in  section  seventeen,  and  made  it  his  home 
for  life*  In  1845  James  Wilson,  Isaac  Alter,  Owen  Hatfield,  John 
Akers,  Christian  and  Join  Falcy  settled*  Vfaltor  Kress  took  up  a  tract 
in  section  ten  in  1846,  and  Henry  S*  Kelsey  selected  a  site  in  section 
eighteen  in  1847.  These  ne^vcomers  and  others  not  listed  wore  all 
rather  near  the  Lower  Huntington  Road* 

In  1846  the  first  election  was  held  at  the  house  of  William  Jobs* 
Owen  Hatfield  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace;  Isaac  Alter,  clerk; 
James  E*  Wilson,  treasurer;  and  James  Wilson,  Samuel  Fogwell,  and  John 
Akers,  trustees*  William  Jobs  became  the  first  constable* 

The  first  marriage  in  the  settlement  had  taken  place  before  this, 
and  Squire  Isaac  Hall,  of  Springfield,  had  performed  the  ceremony, 
virhich  united  David  Overly  to  Miss  Kimball,  of  Pleasant  Tormship*  The 
first  death  in  the  toi/vnship  was  tlriat  of  Daniel  Overly,  in  1847.  The 
burial  vxas  made  on  the  land  which  was  af tervmirdbought  by  Henry  S* 
Kelsey*  The  plot  was  reserved  for  a  cemetery  and  is  still  in  use* 

Isaac  A*  Wilson,  the  son  of  James  E*  and  Sarah  Wilson,  vw.s  the 
first  white  child  born  in  this  settlement, the  date  being  May  40,  1846* 

The  first  school  house  'vvas  built  in  1848,  near,  if  not  on,  the 
Coverdale  lands,  and  passed  under  the  name  of  the  "Coverdale  School*"’ 
Now  the  school  is  torn  down  and  a  house  stands  in  its  place* 


In  1850  a  second  school  house  vms  built  on  the  southeast  corner 
of  section  eighteen^  lYhicli  v/as  called  the  *’Beech  School^*'  because  it 
had  been  built  of  beech  timber  exclusively.  Miss  Eliza  Ogden  vfas  the 
first  teacher  there.  The  Beech  School  vra.s  the  scene  of  many  famous 
spelling  contests  in  ante-bellian  days.  Tovmship  school  nwaber  four 
used  to  stand  on  this  spot  but  has  been  gone  for  several  years.  A 
short  distance  north  of  the  school  a  Disciple  Church  was  built  and  is 
still  is  progress.  About  1853  or  1854  another  school  house, known  as 
the  ’’Hoosier  School”  was  built  on  the  Lower  Huntington  Road  near  the 
angle  of  the  old  reservation  in  section  nine. 

Zanesville  at  this  time  had  begun  to  spring  up  with  only  a  saw 
mill  and  a  good  route  from  here  to  Fort  Yfoync.  Most  of  t he  people  who 
lived  in  this  to^vn  lived  in  Y/clls  County.  In  1875  Conrad  Knight  built 
a  gristmill  in  the  same  vicinity  as  the  savmill.  Another  steam  saw¬ 
mill  Vfas  built  about  this  time  on  Eight  Mile  Creek,  by  Isaac  H.  Kelsey 
and  Amos  Gipe  and  operated  for  about  wo  years.  T^e  mills  are 
to  be  the  only  two  to  which  Lafayette  tovmship  had  direct  access, up  to 
this  date. 

The  first  church  to  be  built  in  Lafayette  township  was  tiG  .  .Evan¬ 
gelical,  in  1850.  The  first  church  to  be  organized  was  the  .Methoaist^ 
a  class  being  formed  in  1852  at  the  Beech  School  under  Rev.  lAlinan 
Grcennan.  Meetings  were  held  at  this  school  for  thi*eo  years  or  ms'u.u, 
and  then  transferred  to  the  Hoosier  School.  During  the  Civil  War 
political  dissensions  nearly  destroyed  the  congregation,  but  in  1869 
a  re-organization  was  effected  and  ”'Munson  Chapel”  was  built  in  1870 
near  the  Hoosier  School  house,  vfhere  they  had  held  services  before 
the  war.  The  Baptists  next  organized  in  1854,  but  this  church  was 
soon  scattered  by  a  rival  congragation  not  far  away  but  in  another 
county.  The  Disciples  organized  in  1865,  and  after  several  years  a 
church  was  built  near  the  Beech  School. 

Prominent  in  the  earlier  history  of  church  building  of  Lafayette 
to'vmship  ViTcre  Walter  Kress,  H.  L.  Riley,  Yfai.  J.  Bowman,  J.  Bolinger, 
A.  S.  Coverdale,  M.  Sites,  and  G.  H.  Knowlton,  of  the  Methodists;  .and 
Stephen,  J.  B.  and  J.  A.  Wilson,  Thomas  Vfilkorson,  Isaac  B.  Davfes, 
and  William  Jobs,  of  the  Disciples. 

One  of  the  men  who  have  helped  to  do  things  in  Lafayette  is 
William  Branstrator,  who  settled  upon  lands  in  the  reserve  ■  i. hi  oh  came 
to  him  by  inheritance  from  his  father,  vfho  purchased  them  in  1839. 
The  year  of  his  settling,  he  married..  Miss  Catherine  A.  Hill,  daughter 
of  David  and  Sarah  Fogvvell  Hill.  They  began  housekeeping  in  a  new 
log  cabin,  which  Mr.  ^ranstrator  had  just  built.  Mr.  Branstrator  vms 
a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Five  Points,  which  is  novf  called 
Nine  Mile,  in  Pleasant  tovmship.  William  Branstrator  was,  in  his 
time,  the  largest  landholder  in  Lafayette  township.  Andrevf  Bovrersock 
settled  in  1851,  and  George  Lopshire,  in  1852,  though  he  had  come  to 
Fort  YiTayne  in  1835  with  his  parents,  who  built  a  home  on  South  Broad- 


way,  from  which  road  the  Lopshires  helded  to  clear  the  brush. 

The  Tillage  of.Jlboite,  close  to  the  -north  tovmship  line,  v/here 
the  Vfabash  railroad  enters  Lafayette  tormship  from  the  northeast,, 
seems  really  to  belong  to  Aboite  toT/vnchip  as  Little  river  separates 
it  from  the  rest  of  Lafayette  ;  nevertheless,  it  stands  safely  within 
Lafayette  territory. 

Once  but  a  station  stip,  it  had  achieved  at  one  time  a  drain  tile 
factory,  a  tovmship  school,  a  Farmers’  Exchange  Company,  and  last  t of 
all  a  grocery  store,  which  is  all  that  is  in  progress  at  the  present 
time.  The  Christian  Church  is  also  located  there  vrhere  services  are 
still  being  held. 

Roads  in  Lafayette  township  liad  a  slow  start  but  today  about  ev¬ 
ery  road  can  be  traveled  on.  Today  all  the  one  room  schools  in  Lafa¬ 
yette  township  have  been  sold  to  different  farmers  and  all  the  pupils 
are  now  being  hauled  to  the  one  and  only  consolidated  school  in  this 
toTOiship,  Lafayette  Central.

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In  September,  1935#  forty-tvro  pupils  enrolled  in  the  freshman  crew 
of  the  ’’Lafayette  Central  Pirate  3reshies”  to  start  the  educational 
voyage.  Juanita  Hert  iims  captain  of  the  vessel,  and  Rebecca  Platt,  as 
president  of  the  class,  v/as  first  m.ate. 

Donald  Miller,  Mary  and  Helen  Schuhler,  Betty  Genth,  Berniece  Daf- 
forn,  and  Marie  Henry  from  Pleasant  Tovmship  enrolled  in  the  class. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April  the  first  voyage  was  ended. 

After  shore  leave  the  crev/  assembled  at  Lafayette  and  prepared  for 
a  tour  in  the  ’’Sophomore  Seafarer.”  Forty-one  students  were  in  the 
crew,  which  was  directed  by  Ralph  Tf.  Young,  captain,  and  Clair  C.  Motz, 
first  mate.  Floyd  Weaver  ivas  elected  class  president,  and  Esther  Reed’^ 
secretary-treasurer.  Connie  Renollet,  from  Paulding,  Ohio;  George 
Clark,  from  Columbia  Cityj  and  Clarence  Hartman,  from  Elmhurst,  were 
new  members  of  the  crew.  Mario  Henry,  Charles  Grover,  Charles  Burris, 
and  Forest  Housten  did  not  return  for  the  second  voyage. 

Forty-tvra  pupils  prepared  to  leave  the  shores  of  Vacation  City  on 
the  ship  ’’Junior  Special"  in  September,  1937*  Donald  Miller,  from 
Pleasant  Township,  was  chosen  president;  Robert  Hatfield,  who  attended 
North  Side  this  year,  was  elected  secretary;  and  George  Clark,  treasur¬ 
er.  Mrs.  Ruth  Ober  Lung  and  Mr.  Young  guided  the  ship  for  the  year. 

Gerald  Imel  and  Glen  Shav^,  both  from  Elmhurst,  and  Agnes  Pender 
were  new  members  of  the  class.  Robert  Shaw  enrolled  furing  the  latter 
part  of  the  first  semester.  Esther  Orr,  who  moved  to  Roanoke,  Phillip 
Lyons,  and  Floyd  Weaver,  who  moved  out  of  the  district,  withdre^v  from 
the  class. 

The  junior  journalism  class  published  the  "Transcript”  for  the 
latter  semester.  On  April  1?  and  18,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Floy 
Caley  Torikel,the  class  presented  in  the  school  auditorium  "Simplo  Simon 
Simple,"  a  comedy  by  Henry  Rowland. 

The  junior-senior  reception  was  held  in  the  Hoosior  Room  of  the 
Indiana  Hotel  on  April  22.  The  crevf  went  ashore  April  29, on  the  island 
of  "Happy  Summer"  for  a  rest. 

After  vacation  the  crevf  prepared  for  their  final  high  school  voy¬ 
age  as  seniors.  Only  thirty-six  pupils  started  the  cruise,  six  less 
than  had  started  the  second  voyage.  Kate  Smith,  from  Andrews,  was  the 
only  new  member.  Evelyn  Wagner,  Robert  Hatfield,  and  Agnes  Pender  did 
not  come  back  for  the  senior  year.  Richard  Henline  came  back,  but  soon 
failed  to  remain  in  the  crew.  Robert  Eivert  finished  his  schooling  the 
first  semester,  and  graduated  v/ith  the  other  sfniors. 

The  class  followed  the  custom  of  the  school  and  gave  a  party  in 
honor  of  the  juniors  the  first  semester. 

The  seniors  presented  "Christmas  Comes  To  Aunt  Kate"  before 
Christmas  vacation.  Members  of  the  cast  were  Rebecca  Platt,  Robert 
Shaw,  Esther  Reed,  Donald  Miller,  Pauline  Martin,  and  Ilax  Young. 

On  April  I4.  the  seniors  visited  Fort  ?/ayne  to  make  an  educational 
tour.  They  visited  the  General  Electric,  the  Lincoln  Life,  the  Court 
House,  the  Police  Station,  and  the  Lincoln  Tower. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Torikel  "Hillbilly  Courtship,"  a  comedy 
by  Austin  Goetz,  was  given  by  the  class  April  lU  and  15.  Members  of

A  class  tourney  is  held  every  year  to 
decide  which  class  has  the  best  basketball  and  softball  teams.  The  school  has  held  ping- 
pong  tourneys  in  the  past,  also,  to  decide  the  best  individual  ping-pong  player.
